of the University of Ohio, where he re- 
ceived the degrees of Bachelor of Arts 
in 4919, and Master of" Arts in 1926. 
He was Professor of Public Speaking 
at that institution “for four years and 
was later Professor of Public Speaking 
%nd Director of Debating at the v Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Last year, he was 
acting head of the Department of Pub- 
lic Speaking at the latter institution. 
While at the University of Illinois in 
conjunction with. Prof. W.‘ P. Sandford, 
head of the Department of Public 
Speaking, he organized the Western 
fconference Debate League, whloh i.s 
composed of the University of Illinois, 
University of Indiana, Purdue Univer- 
sity, University of Michigan, Univer- 
sity of Offio, University of Iowa, Uni- 
verpity of Minnesota, University of 
Wisconsin, and Northwestern Univer- 
sity.
